NEW TEPROR ARISES 
FOR JEWS IN RUSSIA 


Result ls an Emigration Muck Greater 
Than Ever Beftore—Onm Their Way 
to U. S—Would Not be Welcome ta 
Great Britain, 


London, Sept. 23—The current Issues 
of the journals published in this coun. 
try in the Interest of Judaism and the 
Jews contain gloomy articles concern. 


ing a new terror which, it is sald, is 
being insidiously engineered to expel 
the Jews from Russia, It is suggested 


that one of the results of the persecu- 
tion may be the emigration of He- 
brews from the dominions of the Czar 
to this country in numbers far ex- 
ceeding any similar exodus of modern 
times 

Those Jews in London who have 
most to do with the poorer classes of 
their co-religionists do not altogether 
share in the alarm of the newspapers 
concerning the prebable proportions 
of the rush from Poland and Russia 
to England, Mr. J. M. Ansell, chair- 
man of the Loan Committee of the 
Board of Guardians for the Rellef of 
the Jewish Poor, declared that while 
there was no doubt as to the intensity 
of the recrudescence of the Russian 
persecution, he doubted whether the 
Jewlsh exodus which would be e@cas- 
joned would be largely felt in this 
country. An enormous amount of the 
| emigration from Russia goes to the 
| United States. The Jews are weleom. 
ed there for the reason that they are 
industrious and law abiding, and make 
the best of citizens. 

“A great Many would-be settlers,” 
said Mr. Ansell, “would be unable to 
land here owing to the operation of 
the Allens Act, and I doubt if the Jew. 
ish community here would find the 
means to overcome the financial dif. 


| ficulties of the newcomers if they

On points 
alone the popular young local would 
have gained the decision. He was 

; trained down to the minute and had 
j his huskier antagonist on the jump

all justice to Eddie Merino, it must be

Some 
of the big export houses were quite 
free sellers and export bids though 
more nearly in line owing to the break 
in ovr prices were still not near 
enough for any wide trading. Winnl- 
peg market showed considerable dis- 
covery in the last hour, finally closing 
8-4 down for October, 1 for Docember 
and May. The range of fluctuations 
was 1 3-4 for all optoins. Oats drop- 
ped 1 3-8 to 1 5-8 and flax advanced 
one cent, and barley (No. 1) declined 
five cents.

After an exciting day 
there was a nervous close 2 7.8 to % 
34 higher than last night and within 
half cent of the top figures reported. 
Oats which would also have been sub- 
ject to free competition from Canada 
made a net advance of 1 7-8 to 2 and 
2 1-8 cent. 

Huge stocks of wheat held in Chi- 
cago afforded an exceptional bulge in 
prices turned out to be less sensation- 
al here than elsewhere. Nevertheless 
unusual activity and strength were 
shown from the outset. Some sales 
exhibited a gain of niore than 2 cents 
in the first thirty seconds of trading. 
Profit taking was equally prompt and 
for hours it seemed as though the ex- 
traordinary freedom of the unloading 
would prevent anything like the ad- 
vance which had heen predicted might 
be looked for of the following activity 
of the opposition to reciprocity. A 
directly contrary result of the elec- 
tion had been xpected by traders in 
general and was discounted in full 
beforehand. The news from Canada 
therefore had all the force of a genu- 
ine surprise and was being felt more 
rather than less severely as the ses- 
sion drew to an end. During the last 
hour indeed stock loss buying reached 
an acute stage and brought about 
the sharpest advance of the day. Some 
reaction took place but the tone was 
Be- 
tween the initial and final trarrsac- 
tions, December ranged from 96 7-8 
to 99 1-8 and close 2 7-8 up at 98 5-9.
